papers of Newark 


In 1909 when 
the 
city council 


threatened to pass an ordinance rais- 
ing the lates for stall lents in the 
city streets, the Hamill and Bader 
block on West Mam street was be- 
ing completed 


Mr. A. S Stephan who, at that 


time conducted a department store 
on the corner of Fourth and West 
Mam streets, interviewed all of u& 
who were attending market, and in- 
vited us to attend a meeting in the 
Bader and Hamill building 
After 


market hours a large number ot us 
assembled 
It was then said by Mr 


Stephan that because of the stand 
taken by the city it was advisable foi 
u& to look for new quarters for a 
market. He said that the Bader and 
Hamill building could be 
obtained 


and he felt certain that it could be 
utilized for market purposes. 


He stated at that time to us, that 


the market would be operated for the 
benefit of the market people, 
that 


the stall rents would be placed at 
such a figure as to meet the expenses 
of conducting the market and that 
any profit in excess of the expenses 
•would be divided up among the stall 
renters or that the rental would be 
reduced. 


This was the representation that 


induced us to move from the streets 
to the indoor

The indoor market from the time

AND WILL BE EXONERATED OF 


CRIMINAL. NEGLIGENCE BY 


THE CORONER. 


Child Would Have Been a Paralytic 


and Mother Consented to Allow 


Infant to Die. 


[ASSOCIATED PRBSS TELEGRAM! 


Chicago, Nov. 18.—Complete vin- 


dication of Dr. Harry J. Haiselden, 
the surgeon who declined to oper- 
ate on the defective Bellinger baby 
and thus save its life, will be recom- 
mended to the coroner's jury which 
is to conduct an inquest today. The 
recommendation for vindication will 
be made by Dr. H. G. Reinhart, chief 
coroner's physician who conducted a 
postmortem on the six-day-old in- 
fant an hour after its death in the 
German-American hospital last night. 
Coroner Peter M. Hoffman had in- 
dicated that unless the postmortem 
proved the child a mental defective 
Dr. Haiselden might be tried 
for 


criminal negligence. 


«"My examination shows that the 
probabilities are strongly that the 
child would have been a mental de- 
fective," Dr. Reinhart said today. 


"It would have been a paralytic all 


its life. My own opinion is that Dr. 
Haiselden was right in not allowing 
the baby to live." 


Mrs. Anna Bollinger, the mother, 


who gave consent to let the infant 
die, was not told this morning of her 
child's death. The doctors said they 
would wait until she is stronger. She 
had never 
looked 
on the 
baby's 


face.From every corner of the United 
States, telegrams came to Dr. Haisel- 
den toway expressing the thoughts of 
physicians, social 
workers, 
prom- 


inent women and men, in the case. 


The surgeon is a. bachelor. 
He 


has two adopted daugjluers. One was 
abandoned by her mother at the hos- 
pital.

"Boh" 
Wolfe 


A Blending of All of the Days of 


the Year Into One Day Typifies 
His Strong Personality.

If I could take aU of the days of the 


year and blend them into one day— 
the storm* <t March and the peaceful 
days of June, the biting frosts of win- 
ter and the blistering heat of sum- 
mer — and describe the one day made 
of all days, then I might write a char- 
acter sketch of "Bob" Wolle, Colum- 
bus publisher and owner of two big 
newspapers. 


But even then it would have to 


B'QOW in perspective a composite day 
of sunshine, the clouds bordering the 
frame only, for with "Bob" Wolfe it 
IP sunshine always, however threaten- 
ing the clouds that lower about his 
form and feature. He isn't as turbu- 
lent as he tries to make himself be- 
lieve. He isn't as severe as others 
tbink him. He fools himself more 
than he fools anybody else, in holding 
out to the world a careless air, and I 
•believe he does so to prevent his 
softer nature getting the better of 
him. He has to guard himself at all 
times, lest he throw his fortune to 
toe winds and his business enter- 
prises to his friends, and thus become 
a pauper. 


The student of human nature would 


call him a. positive character. He is 
either for you or against you— there 
can be no doubt about that. That is, 
he is willing either to fight for you or 
against yoU; he would never think of 
sitting on the fence when jou were 
rnder discussion. One day I asked 


1 tim about a certain man. "I w ish he 
•*as big enough for me to hate," is 
the way he expressed it. "I don't like 
him," he said, "but he is too small to 
hate." 


And then he went on and preached 


as pretty a sermon as I have ever 
heard preached. He said it was im- 
possible for us to hate those whom 
•we knew were our inferiors. We 
might have pity on them, or con- 
tempt, but we couldn't hate them 
properly. Besides, he went on to say, 
there is no use of hating a man of 
whom you are master; let the—slave 
hate the masterl not the master the 
slave. And a lot move along the same 
line, convincing me before he had half 
finished that those who take him for 
a hater of anybody are very much 
mistaken. I have never heard anyone 
express greater Christian charity for 
all men than he there expressed— nor 
any man who displayed greater ten- 
derness toward all. 


"Bob" Wolfe has had a hard row to 


hoe. and in hoeing it he has chopped 
off a good many toes. That is why 
some people, who do not know him 
very well, have gotten it into their 
minds that he runs around hunting 
somebody he can oppose. The truth 
is that there isn't a man in the world 
who has come up through such ad- 
versities, by dint of his own efforts 
who would have remained as sweet 
and clean as "Bob" Wolfe. 


"Bob" Wolfe" left home when he 


was 9 years of age. Ran away because 
things didn't suit him. Tramped and 
beat his way to Washington, D. C., and 
thence to New York, and to Cuba, and 
to New Orleans and to the great south 
west in the days when every man had 
to defend himself at all hours of the 
day and night. Then he beat it back 
to the middle west by the time he was 
well matured— and on to Columbus 
where he went into the shoe business 
and where he has since bought two 
great newspapers, and operates both 
of them successfully, just as toe oper- 
ates the shoe plant 


Buffeted by the rough people of the 


Bhips, riding the plains with the reck 
less cowboys of earlier days, eating 
wheresoever he could find food, and 
sleeping beneath the dome of heaven 
when occasion demanded, this rugged 
chap kept in touch with only one per 
son— his mother. Always "ne found 
time to scrawl an awkward letter to 
the woman who had given him life 
Out o? his meager earnings, when he 
earned anything, he managed to senc 
her a coin, or a precious bill, and witl 
it ever went the love he bore her 
There hangs today in the busy office 
•which he' occupies" a single picture-- 
that of the sainted mother whose heart 
was ever quickened by ttoe though 
that in whatsoever 
clime her bo; 


intent roam, there would be enshrinei 
a sacred love for her. In figuring upor 
the success of this man let us not for 
get the influence which this love ha 
wrought — a tenderness that abide 
with him in the roughest camps at out 
laws or in the darkened holds of salty 
vessels. I do not kno* anything about 
the ways of heaven, nor the mysteries 
of the universe, but in dealing with 
men I have ever found that the fellow 
who cherished a sacred love for moth- 
er has feared not, nor wrought an in- 
jury to any man. 


Nobody knows where he got his edu- 


cation, but he is educated. Nobody 
knows where he learned to write, but 
everybody about his offices knows that 
when he cornea in and writes an edi- 
torial, as he does occasionally, liere 
Isn't going to be any doubt left In the 
ir.tnd of the reader what he was trying 
to say. He doesn't like to write, and 
will not write much, but some of the 
•traight-from-the-arm thrusts that arp 
quoted from one end of the country to 
the other ar« the products of this 
man'* pen 


n>aa down there who was tifod to rui I 
nlng a boat. He took boats and boa 
men to the city, and they saved hu- 
dreds and hundreds of lives. "Bob 
Wolfe himself was in one of the boat 
and personally saved a number o 
people. 


"Jimmie" Cox was-t'flen governor. 


He knew, of the work'being done by 
"Bob" Wolfe. One day after the flood 
he called Wolfe into his office, and 
presented him with a commission as 
commodore in the naval forces ot 
Ohio—a title'which he Justly earned.

Talk about your 
democrats with a little "A." "Bob" 
Wolfe is the ideal in that respect. The

,fcis friends; likewise the humblest 


f the most noted ones ever held In worker in the land. At his home you

would have been a successful soldier.
